The affidavit m ust 
also give the reason for failure 
to 
report within the time prescribed by 
law. 
A th re a t to invoke the act of 1905 
under which a physician may be tined 
$50 for each birth which he fails 
to 
report on time accompanies the new 
order. 
Dr. VV. R. Batt, the sta te re g istra r 
of vital statistics, says other m eth ­ 
ods have failed. He believes that th*' 
annoyance and expense of sw earing 
to th** facts will have tin* effect of 
m aking physicians comply with the 
law.

figures, fat

pleres claimed responded to the call 
according to reports to police h< ad 
quarters. 
ThA officials said it was dif 
ficult to obtain an accurate estimate 
and declined to fix a definite figure.
